connects.

Babe in the right field bleachers 
after every poke into this favorite 
home nm territory of the Yankee 
Stadium. 
8o long as this unquestioned ap­ 
peal to the box offices exists, and it 
seems to have lost none of its 
potency, the magnates will do no 
great amount of tempering witfi 
the ball calculated to minimise the 
histrionic qualities of the game’s 
most eminent actor. 
Ruth-Famahaw Tilts 
Earnshaw, the victim of Ruth’s 
first double-barreled blast of the 
1931 season, failed to profit from 
his experiences of last season. On 
two separate and distinct occasions 
of the 1930 campaign the Big Moose 
of the A’s was oombed by Ruth for 
a brace of round trip blows, so that 
George Livingston Eam&haw's em­ 
barrassment well can be imagined 
when George Herman Ruth again 
smote him twice in the same spot.

Benign Winter Smiles After 
Summer Fails to Bring Aid

Washington < AP).—Benign winter 
weather smiled where a truculent 
summer had frowned, and most of 
the drought area has its farm work 
well ahead of the season.

Moisture,

sence of which seared the country 
from the Rocky mountains to the 
Potomac river last year, is sufficient 
for present needs. 
Except for Montana and the Da­ 
kotas, there is both surface and 
sub-soil moisture west of the Mis­ 
sissippi river. The 
country com­ 
plains of slight sub-soil moisture. 
East of the Mississippi and south 
of Kentucky the surface moisture 
is good, but sub-soil moisture is 
insufficient. Over the Ohio valley 
and on east there is hardly any 
sub-soil moisture and only sufficient 
surface moisture for current needs 
Sooth Plants For Food 
The south, which of all sections 
was worst hit by the drought, has 
made 
amazing progress, W arbur­ 
ton says, in the planting of home 
gardens. 
Farmers w ho,had nothing to eat 
when their cash income was cut 
off 
are 
planting sufficient 
truck 
crops for a winter’s supply—many 
of them for the first time. 
Except for Virginia, which ap­ 
pears to have reduced the potato 
acreage 1.000 acres under that har­ 
vested last year, all the south is ex­ 
panding the crop. 
All show in­ 
creases in corn, sweet potatoes and 
peanuts. As a whole, the south will 
increase its acreage of soybeans 
and 
cowpeas. 
The

ex­ 
pansion of dairy herds and live­ 
stock production. 
Fruits Doing Well 
Fruits and grass crops are doing 
well. Some sections have had kill­ 
ing 
frosts, 
others 
cool 
weather 
which has retarded plant growth. 
The government is forbidden by 
act of congress to estimate the in­ 


tended cotton acreage, but it is ex­ 
pected to be increased in the south­ 
west and decreased In the cotton 
belt proper, or the “deep south.*’

farmers 
In 
the 
drought and storm and hail areas 
which represent approximately one- 
half of the chief agricultural coun­ 
ties of the country. 
More than $25,000,000 has been 
loaned already 
to nearly 165,000 
farmers and regional 
offices are 
mailing out from 
1.500 to 3,000 
checks a day. These loans have 
approximated $150 each.
